Mary Ann Kelly, said to ha%e 
been the oldest person in Bourbon 
county, died Saturday morning at 
her home in Ruckerviiie. naar Paris, 
following an illness of several weeks 
from the infirmities of age Accord- 
ing to well-authenticated records, 
"Aunt Ann," by which nam.' she was 
familiariy known to nearly all 'he 
citizens of the city and county, was 
born near Newtown, in Scott coun- 
ty, on March 13. 1817. making her 
104 years old on MapcU IS of the 
coming year. 

Dring the day* of =>lave-y she was 
the property of Mrs. Hartles*. of 
Scott county. Her mistress died 
during the cholera plague of 1832, 
and according to the terms of her 
will, "Aunt Ann," who was then 
in her fifteenth year, was restored 
to her freedom. At ;he close <>f ihe 
Civil War she vniov* d to Paris, 
where she has sines resio^d. 

Up to a ye:;r ago she was in almost 
perfect health and \vas in full pos- 
session of all h*r faciOies. Her 
white neighbors frequently gathered 
around her fireside and listened at- 
tentively to her inreresting stories 
of almost a cen-.u»y ago. She wuld 
tell of the Indian wars «4 those days 
and possessed a number of highly- 
prized Indian relies. Tbfl one event 
sic most appre.la.il h*:>pji>l two 
years ago when Miss Lucy Simm?. 
of Paris, who for many years had 
taken a deep interest in the old wo- 
man, presented her on her 103rd 
birthday with a mammoth cake, on 
which were 103 minature candles. 
For sixty-five years "Aunt Anr." op- 
erated a spinning wheel and rag car- 
pet loosm. her products being eagerly 
nought for. For almost tltrae -q*%tr- 
ters of a century she narked a pipe, 
end said that in her !i*er yenrs it 
A\as a great solace. 

She is survived by two enildren, 
Richard Kelly and Pe t'na Smoot.

C ANTHILL WARNS TOBACCO 
. GROWERS OF STATE 

LEXINGTON, KY., Nov. 29.- -That 
the tobacco growers of Kentucky will 
get three times as much money for 
the two hundred million pounds of 
good tobacco they have raised this 
year as they will get for the entire 
erop of three million pounds, if they 
fail to Keep the low grades off the 
market, was the statement of Con- 
gressman J. Campbell Cantrill, him- 
self a large land owner and tobacco 
raiser, on the eve of his departure 
for Washington to prepare for the 
coming session in Congros* 

Mr. Cantrill has been in Kentucky 
for the past two 'weeks, and he has 
devoted some time to personal in- 
vestigation of the reports that the 
tobacco crop is much lighter than 
last year's, with the result that he 
has come to the conclusion, he said, 
that not more than three million 
pounds had been grown this year, and 
of this a third is of low grade. 

Mr. Cantrill urged the necessity of 
organization of all' the growers, not 
only in the Burley Tobacco Growers' 
Association, of which J. W. Newman 
is the head, but in the Farmers' 
Union, local unions of which are in 
nearly every county. Mr. Cantrill said 
it was the duty and would be greatly 
to the benefit of the farmers to 
strengthen their local organizations 
by joining these farmers' unions, as 
well as uniting in a general organiza- 
tion, such as the new association. 

"When I came to Kentucky two 
weeks ago," said the Congressman, 
"I will admit that I was not greatly 
encouraged over the outlook for 
prices this fall, but after a careful 
and painstaking investigation, which 
has included my own tobacco in 
Scott county and some of my neigh- 
bors in practically all the big coun- 
ties of Central Kentucky, I am con- 
vinced that the yield this year in 
weight will not exceed the ability of 
the market to handle, unless the low 
grades should be dumped on the 
market, in which case the entire price 
fabric will totter. For that reason, 
it is necessary for the growers to or- 
ganize to keep this low grade tobac- 
co off the market. The manufactur- 
ers and buyers for European trade 
are overstocked with that tobacco

of demoralizing the entire market. 
The growers will suffer no loss, but 
rather gain largely by holding these 
low grades at home. 

"Europe usually takes this tobacco 
6ff our hands, but just now Europe 
is not able to pay the interest on her 
debts, and since there is no demand 
from that source and American man- 
ufacturers are overstocked with that 
class of leaf, it would not pay to 
strip and haul that kind of tobacco to 
market. It would be no sacrifice to 
the grower to hold it off the market 
and redry it. If it is. held off the 
market, and held generally, that 
means that not over two hundred 
million pounds will be marketed and 
that the growers will get a good price 
for it, for the manufacturers will not 
hesitate to buy at good prices if that 
amount of tobacco is offered, for 
that amount will be needed by them. 

"If Kentucky has to return at any 
time in the future to the old schedule 
of prices, it will mean the loss of 
their farms* to many of the growers 
and the loss of many of the comforts 
that our children in the burley belt 
have enjoyed for the past eight or 
ten years of good prices. I want to 
urge all the farmers to get together 
and stick together for the benefit of 
themselves and for the benefit of all. 
They had just as well throw their low 
grade leaf on the ground as to bring 
it to market. The profit will he about 
the same. The only way to make 
such a movement to hold off these 
low grades a success is to organize 
and for all who are interested in the 
tobacco growers, business men and 
the press included, to impress upon 
the growers the importance of hold- 
ing back their low grades until the 
good tobacco is marketed if not en- 
tirely so far as this year's market is 
concerned. 

"The farmers who do market this 
low grade leaf are not only their own 
enemies but enemies of their neigh- 
bors and the tobacco industry. All 
they can do by marketing it is to 
break down the market, which will 
be the inevitable result of their of- 
fering it. No concerted action to with- 
hold this cheap tobacco is possible 
without thorough organization. If 
this organization is effected and if 
the growers will follow the advice of 
their friends good prices will be paid 
for what tobacco of the 1920 crop is 
marketed."

To Supply Pension Fund for Care 
of Invalid Soldiers. 



War Victims to Receive Incomes From 
All Property teft by the Em- 
peror of Austria 

Vienna.— The vast estates of the late 
Emperor Francis Joseph will be devot- 
ed to the pension fund of invalid sol- 
diers under a decision just taken by 
the cabinet council. Certain casfles 
and dwellings In this city and the 
nearby suburb of Baden will either be 
occupied by them or- the fund will re- 
ceive the rentals and other accme- 
tnents. 

Included in the arrangement are the 
splendid estates of Orth, Voessendorf, 
Maltighoefeu. Poeggstall, Augonten, 
Laxenburg, Hetzendorf and many oth- 
ers, the decision also covering the 
Lainz Tiergarten, near Vienna, on 
which a group of some hundreds of 
former soldiers recently squatted. 

The Income of the Prater, Vienna's 
most famous suburban park with its 
numerous restaurants and amusement 
places, Is also included. Many of 
the estates contain model farms and 
others are under rentals of much 
value. 

The late Emporor Francis Joseph, 
who died In 1916, bequeathed 60,000,- 
000 crowns from his private fortune 
to a fund for wounded soldiers, iri- 
vslids and relatives of men killed in 
the war. To two daughters and one 
granddaughter he bequeathed 20,000- 
000 crowns of his estate to be divided 
among several other legatees. 

It has since been reported that an 
American-Dutch company has bought 
the emperor's summer palace at Ischl, 
in the Tyrol, for hotel purposes. The 
hunting estates and lodges of the late 
emperor In the Tyrol were advertised 
for sale In January Bast Francis con- 
sidered these the finest in Europe.
